Whan 
he died she determined to devote bar 
Ufa to toppreaeion of the liquor traf 
te. Sha movad to Kaiwa and there 
married David Nation, who sympa- 
thized with her temperance princi 



Mrs. Nation's fir«t saloon smash- 
ing was done in the bar room of the 
OMvHotallii WfeMta, Daeanbar 
-- 27,1900 She was arrested and r(- 
wmained in jail several days before 
bahiff relaasfd on bond. IMtowing 
that, she terrorized saloonists. 

Mrs Nation did little smaihinir 
oat of Kanlns, but was riapoosihie 
for a i(raM> tMBpamtm w^mting 
there.

FiRELESS COOKING pOR DOQS 

Hew One Family Solvad tha Problem 
of Preparing the Food for the 
Animala. 

CookiriK the dog's food had been 
rather a difficult problem In ourhouae- 
hold, cither becauae the kitchen range 
was otherwise oeenpled or becauae 
the cook waa. aad tha haig, slow eook- 
iBg neceaaary fbr ooraala aad toagh 
meata was aeldon aeeempUahad wttt- 
out friction. Now we put tbe meat 
and bones, with enough water to cover 
then:, In a flrelesa cooker receptacle, 
brlnK the contenta of the pot to the 
boiling point in huuuL u«n mlLutss, 
and then pack the kettle away in the 
flreless cooker for five or six hours. 
The meat Is then tender eaoagh to 
peel from tbe booe, aad aoaa water 
Is added, and whatorer oaaaal wa wlah 
to aae. The whole aiaaa la aaea mere 
brought to tbe boiling point, and put 
back In the cooker. In another four 
or Ave hours we find a supply of rich- 
ly flavored food that keeps fresh in a 
cool place for sevrral days. The doga 
seem to en}oy tbe food prepared in 
this way, and we are sure of ita be- 
iBg thoroughly cooked, and never 
aeorehed, and the tiaa eaoapled In 
tbe kitehea la alatailaad r-Ceaatry 
Ufa la America.
